CHICAGO (ZP) --Secretary 
of Labor A rthu r J. Goldberg 
today appealed for bipartisan 
su pport of President Ken­ 
nedy ’s program to cu rb what 
he called a “fu ll-fledged re­ 
cession” and restore fu ll pro­ 
du ction and employ ment. 
Goldberg arriv ed in Chicago from 
Washington on the first stop of a 
fiv e-day inspection mission. 
The labor secretary told Chicago 
May or Richard J. Daley and a 
conference of some 50 bu siness and 
labor people that ev ery element of 
American society can gain by 
renewing economic v igor. 
Bury Politics 
“In my way of think ing,’’ he 
said, “we ou ght to bu ry ou r politics 
in dealing with the domestic econ­ 
omy in the same way we do, or 
pu rport to do with ou r foreign 
policy .’’ 
He said cooperation is needed 
in both fields becau se, “The k ey ­ 
note of su ccess in ou r foreign pol­ 
icy is a healthy and v igorou s do­ 
mestic economy . 
“The strength of ou r domestic 
economy is the basis of ou r mili­ 
tary strength.” 
Full Recession 
Goldberg said all the Washington 
statistics indicate “we are in a 
fu ll-fledged recession. I think it’s 
time to say this and say it in no 
uncertain terms.” 
Goldberg said that lf Congress 
approv es Kennedy ’s proposed $1.2- 
billion emergency employ ment aid 
program, the Labor Department 
can begin getting relief check s to 
long-term 
u nemploy ed 
within 
a 
matter of two week s. 
Goldberg told welcoming officials 
at Chicago Midway airport his 
mission is to “ manifest the deep 
concern of President Kennedy and 
his administration with the prob­ 
lems of idle plants and u nemploy ed 
work ers and their families. 
“Abov e all,” he said, “we in the 
administration are consciou s that 
u nemploy ment is not only or pri­ 
marily a statistical matter. It is 
a hu man problem affecting 
of men, women and children.

Algiers military au thorities to­ 
day issu ed a commu niq u e charg 
ing that the Sov iet plane was fly 
ing sou th of its annou nced rou te in 
an irregu lar manner which “ made 
v erification necessary .”

The Algiers commu niq u e also 
accu sed the Sov iets of v iolating 
cu stom by failing to notify the 
French that Brezhnev was aboard 
Warning bu rsts were fired only 
becau se the Sov iets v iolated regu 
lations by refu sing to mak e radio 
contact with the intercepting fight­ 
ers, the commu niq u e said. 
A Sov iet commu niq u e issu ed in 
Rabat, Morocco, where Brezhnev 
stopped on the way to an official 
v isit to Gu inea, said the fou r-en­ 
gine tu rboprop plane messaged Al­ 
giers when the first French Vu l­ 
tu re fighter jet appeared.

The departm ent said this money j 
would help finance spring planting 
operations. It said the boost in the I 
housing k>an program should pro­ 
vide added jobs in rural a re a s for 
carpenters, bricklayers, plumbers, 
electricians and the like. 
Another action which m ay soon 
add to farm buying power is in­ 
creases in price supports for some 
commodities. While these increases 
would apply directly only to crops 
grown and harvested later in the 
year, they can be expected to exert 
p m e-boosting 
effects on 
current 
m aiket prices for these com m od­ 
ities.
